Pri- 
vate enterprise, given the opportunity, will continue to 
provide us with all the power we can use and more, and 
will pay billions in taxes for that privilege. 

This, in simple terms, is the compelling answer to 
the arguments of those who would socialize the indus- 
try, create a bureaurcratic monopoly, and spend need- 
less billions of public money
